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© (57) Abstract: A user interface for a display of an electronic device is described. The user interface includes a background layer 
^ for displaying an interface and at least a first animated control element overlaid on the back ground layer. The control element has 
Q a plurality of functions associated with it. Each of said functions is executable by making a 2D gesture associated with a one of said 
^ plurality of functions in a region of the user interface associated with the control element. A device including such an interface and 
^> computer code for providing such an interface are also described. 
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
